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This  book  would  probably  not  have  been  in  the  reader’s  hands, 
but  for  Mr.  Henry  Cole’s  beautiful  edition  (through  the  late  Mr. 
Pickering)  of  the  entire  thirty-seven  prints  of  the  smaller  Passion  of 
Albert  Durer.  Thirty-five  of  the  original  wood-blocks  as  cut  by 
that  artist  are  now  in  the  print-room  of  the  British  Museum.  From 
these  casts  have  been  taken, and  type  metal  copies;  so  that  allowance 
being  made  for  the  dressing  necessary  on  account  of  the  worm-holes, 
the  prints  may  be  fairly  said  to  represent  the  original  wc  d-blocks. 
It  seemed  to  me  that,  for  general  circulation,  four  of  the  prints  issued 
by  Albert  Durer  had  better  be  omitted.  I hope  that  an  impression 
of  the  following  thirty-two,  at  the  cost  of  a shilling,  may  bring 
thousands  under  the  influence  of  one  of  the  greatest  men  of  his 
time — the  friend  of  Erasmus  and  of  Melancthon — speaking  to  us 
across  three  centuries  through  the  universal  language  of  his  art. 
It  is  possible  that  some  who  take  up  this  volume  may  lay  it  down 
with  a more  vivid  apprehension  of  that  knowledge  which,  the 
Apostle  teaches  us  (i  Cor.  ii.  2),  is  the  most  necessary  of  all 
knowledge.

HE  THREATENED  NOT  ; BUT  COMMITTED  HIMSELF  TO  HIM  THAT  JUDGETH 
RIGHTEOUSLY  : WHO  HIS  OWN  SELF  BARE  OUR  SINS  IN  HIS  OWN  BODY 
ON  THE  TREE,  THAT  WE,  BEING  DEAD  TO  SINS,  SHOULD  LIVE  UNTO 
RIGHTEOUSNESS  : BY  WHOSE  STRIPES  YE  WERE  HEALED.

He  giveth  his  cheek  to  him  that  smiteth  him:  he  is  filled  full 
with  reproach. 

I am  feeble  and  sore  broken : I have  roared  by  reason  of  the  dis- 
quietness of  my  heart.  Lord ’ all  my  desire  is  before  thee ; and  my 
groaning  is  not  hid  from  thee.  My  heart  panteth , my  strength  faileth 
me : as  for  the  light  of  mine  eyes , it  also  is  gone  from  me.  My  lovers 
and  my  friends  stand  aloof  from,  my  sore ; and  my  kinsmen  stand  afar 
off.  They  also  that  seek  after  my  life  lay  snares  for  me;  and  they  that 
seek  my  hurt  speak  mischievous  things , and  imagine  deceits  all  the  day 
long.  But  I,  as  a deaf  man , heard  not ; and  I was  as  a dumb  man , 
that  openeth  not  his  mouth.  'Thus  I was  as  a man  that  heareth  not , 
and  in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs.  For  in  thee , O Lord \ do  L hope: 
thou  wilt  hear , O Lord  my  God. 

And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him  and  smote  him.  And 
when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the  face,  and 
asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that  smote  thee?  Some 
began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and 
to  say  unto  him,  Prophesy  : and  the  servants  did  strike  him  with 
the  palms  of  their  hands. 

Let  them  that  suffer  according  to  the  will  of  God  commit 

THE  KEEPING  OF  THEIR  SOULS  TO  HIM  IN  WELL  DOING,  AS  UNTO 
A FAITHFUL  CREATOR. 

Cast  not  away  therefore  your  confidence,  which  hath 

GREAT  RECOMPENCE  OF  REWARD.  FOR  YE  HAVE  NEED  OF  PATIENCE, 
THAT,  AFTER  YE  HAVE  DONE  THE  WILL  OF  GOD,  YE  MIGHT  RECEIVE 
THE  PROMISE.  FOR  YET  A LITTLE  WHILE,  AND  HE  THAT  SHALL  COME 
WILL  COME,  AND  WILL  NOT  TARRY.  NOW  THE  JUST  SHALL  LIVE  BY 
FAITH  : BUT  IF  ANY  MAN  DRAW  BACK,  MY  SOUL  SHALL  HAVE  NO  PLEA- 
SURE IN  HIM.  But  we  are  NOT  OF  them  who  draw  back  unto 
perdition;  but  of  them  that  believe  to  the  saving  of  the 

SOUL. 

I say  unto  you,  That  ye  resist  not  evil,  but  whosoever  shall 
smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also. 

The  weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than  men. 


Lain.  iii.  30;  Psa.  xxxviii.  8 — 15;  St.  Luke  xxii.  63,  64;  St.  Mark  xiv.  65;  1 Pet.  iv.  1£; 
Heb.  x.  35—39  ; St.  Matt.  v.  39  ; 1 Cor.  i.  25. 
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He  is  brought  as  a lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a sheep  before  her 
shearers  is  dumb , so  he  openeth  not  his  mouth. 

Then  led  they  Jesus  from  Caiaphas  unto  the  hall  of  judgment  : 
and  it  was  early ; and  they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment- 
hall,  lest  they  should  be  defiled ; but  that  they  might  eat  the  pass- 
over.  Pilate  then  went  out  unto  them,  and  said,  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  man  ? They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  he 
were  not  a malefactor,  we  would  not  have  delivered  him  up  unto  thee. 
And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor : and  the  governor  asked  him, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  1 And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Thou  sayest.  And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest 
thou  not  how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee  1 And  he 
answered  him  to  never  a word  ; insomuch  that  the  governor 
marvelled  greatly.  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the 
people,  I find  no  fault  in  this  man.  Take  ye  him,  and  judge  him 
according  to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  It  is  not 
permitted  to  us  to  put  any  man  to  death  : that  the  saying  of  Jesus 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  signifying  what  death  he  should 
die.  . Pilate  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  1 But  Jesus  gave  him 
no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto 
me  ? knowest  thou  not  that  I have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have 
power  to  release  thee  1 Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest  have  no 
power  at  all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from  above ; 
therefore  he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the  just  ; and  he  doth  not 
RESIST  YOU.  Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto  the  coming 
of  the  Lord.  Behold,  the  husbandman  waiteth  for  the  pre- 
cious FRUIT  OF  THE  EARTH,  AND  HATH  LONG  PATIENCE  FOR  IT,  UNTIL 
HE  RECEIVE  THE  EARLY  AND  LATTER  RAIN.  Be  YE  ALSO  PATIENT  J 
STABLISH  YOUR  HEARTS  : FOR  THE  COMING  OF  THE  LORD  DRAWETH 
NIGH. 

Submit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord’s 

SAKE.

Princes  have  persecuted  me  without  a cause ; hut  my  heart  standeth 
in  awe  of  thy  word. 


As  soon  as  Pilate  knew  that  Jesus  belonged  unto  Herod’s  juris- 
diction, he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at 
that  time.  And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad  : 
for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a long  season,  because  he  had 
heard  many  things  of  him ; and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in  many  words ; but 
he  answered  him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood 
and  vehemently  accused  him. 


I SAY  UNTO  YOU  MY  FRIENDS,  Be  NOT  AFRAID  OF  THEM  THAT  KILL 
THE  BODY,  AND  AFTER  THAT  HAVE  NO  MORE  THAT  THEY  CAN  DO. 
But  I WILL  FOREWARN  YOU  WHOM  YE  SHALL  FEAR  : FEAR  HIM,  WHICH 
AFTER  HE  HATH  KILLED  HATH  POWER  TO  CAST  INTO  HELL;  YEA,  I 
SAY  UNTO  YOU,  FEAR  HIM. 

Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a good  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Remember  that  Jesus  Christ  of  the  seed  of  David  was  raised 

FROM  tHE  DEAD  ACCORDING  TO  MY  GOSPEL  : WHEREIN  I SUFFER 
TROUBLE,  AS  AN  EVIL  DOER,  EVEN  UNTO  BONDS  ; BUT  THE  WORD  OF 

God  is  not  bound.  Therefore  I endure  all  things  for  the 

elect’s  SAKES,  THAT  THEY  MAY  ALSO  OBTAIN  THE  SALVATION  WHICH 

is  in  Christ  Jesus  with  eternal  glory.  It  is  a faithful  saying: 
For  if  we  be  dead  with  him,  we  shall  also  live  with  him  : if  we 

SUFFER,  WE  SHALL  ALSO  REIGN  WITH  HIM  : IF  WE  DENY  HIM,  HE  ALSO 
WILL  DENY  US. 


Psa.  ii.  2;  Psa.  cxix.  161 ; St.  Luke  xxiii.  7—10;  St.  Luke  xii.  4,  5 ; 2 Tim.  ii.  3,  8—12. 
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Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs  and  carried  our  sorrows;  yet  we  did 
esteem  him  judicially  stricken;  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted.  But  he 
was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities : 
the  chastisement,  by  which  our  peace  is  effected ',  was  laid  upon  him ; 
and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

I will  say  unto  God  my  rock,  Why  hast  thou  forgotten  me  ? why  go  I 
mourning  because  of  the  oppression  of  the  enemy  ? As  with  a sword  in 
my  bones,  mine  enemies  reproach  me;  while  they  say  daily  unto  me, 
Where  is  thy  God  1 Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O my  soul  l and  why 
art  thou  disquieted  within  me  ? hope  thou  in  God:  for  I shall  yet  praise 
him,  who  is  the  health  of  my  countenance,  and  my  God. 

The  flowers  plowed  upon  my  back;  they  made  long  their  furrows . 


Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the  chief  priests  and  the  rulers 
and  the  people,  said  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me, 
as  one  that  perverteth  the  people  : and,  behold,  I having  examined 
him  before  you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching  those 
things  whereof  ye  accuse  him  : no,  nor  yet  Herod ; for  I sent  you 
to  him ; and  lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  by  him.  I will 
therefore  chastise  him,  and  release  him.  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus 
and  scourged  him. 


Forasmuch  then  as  Christ  hath  suffered  for  us  in  the 

FLESH,  ARM  YOURSELVES  LIKEWISE  WITH  THE  SAME  MIND  : FOR  HE 
THAT  HATH  SUFFERED  IN  THE  FLESH  HATH  CEASED  FROM  SIN. 

Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for  evil. 

Avenge  not  yourselves,  but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath  : 

FOR  IT  IS  WRITTEN,  VENGEANCE  IS  MINE  j I WILL  REPAY,  SAITH  THE 

Lord. 

Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good. 


Isa.  liii.  4,  5 ; Psa.  xlii.  9 — 11 ; St.  Luke  xxiii.  13—16 ; St.  John  xix.  1 ; 1 Pet.  iv.  1 ; 
Rom.  xiL  17,  19,  21. 
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I hid  not  my  face  from  shame  and  spitting.  For  the  Lord  God  will 
help  me;  therefore  shall  I not  be  confounded:  therefore  have  I set  my 
face  like  a flint , and  I know  that  I shall  not  be  ashamed.  He  is  near 
that  justifieth  me;  who  will  contend  with  me  ? let  us  stand  together : 
who  is  mine  adversary  l let  him  come  near  to  me. 

But  I am  a worm , and  no  man;  a reproach  of  men , and  despised  of 
the  people.  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn  : they  shoot  out  the 
lip , they  shake  the  head. 

They  gaped  upon  me  with  their  mouths. 

I was  a derision  to  all  my  people;  and  their  song  all  the  day . 


The  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common  hall, 
and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers.  And  they 
stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  had 
platted  a crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a reed  in 
his  right  hand  : and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
nim,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  ! And  they  spit  upon  him,  and 
took  the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head. 


Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  revile  you  and  persecute 

YOU,  AND  SHALL  SAY  ALL  MANNER  OF  EVIL  AGAINST  YOU,  FALSELY, 
FOR  MY  SAKE. 

If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  me  before  it 

HATED  YOU.  If  YE  WERE  OF  THE  WORLD,  THE  WORLD  WOULD  LOVE 
HIS  OWN  : BUT  BECAUSE  YE  ARE  NOT  OF  THE  WORLD,  BUT  I HAVE 
CHOSEN  YOU  OUT  OF  THE  WORLD,  THEREFORE  THE  WORLD  HATETH 

you.  Remember  the  word  that  I said  unto  you,  The  servant 

IS  NOT  GREATER  THAN  HIS  LORD.  If  THEY  HAVE  PERSECUTED  ME, 
THEY  WILL  ALSO  PERSECUTE  YOU  j IF  THEY  HAVE  KEPT  MY  SAYING, 
THEY  WILL  KEEP  YOURS  ALSO.

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He  shall  grow  u+>  before  him  as  a tender  plant , and  as  a root  out  of 
a dry  ground ; he  hath  no  form  nor  comeliness ; and  when  we  shall 
see  him , there  is  no  beauty  that  we  should  desire  him.  He  is  despised 
and  rejected  of  men ; a man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  7i>ith  grief: 
and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces  from  him;  he  was  despised ',  and  we 
esteemed  him  not. 

m They  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem , and  their  rulers,  because  they  knew 
him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets  which  are  read  every  sabbath 
day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  condemning  him.  And  though  they 
found  no  cause  of  death  in  him , yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should  be 
slain. 

He  came  unto  his  own%  and  his  own  received  him  not. 

Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the 
purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold  the  man  ! When 
the  chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out, 
saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye 
him,  and  crucify  him  : for  I find  no  fault  in  him. 

They  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying,  Away  with  this  man,  and  release 

unto  us  Barabbas And.  they  were  instant  with  loud  voices, 

requiring  that  he  might  be  crucified. 

Wherefore  seeing  we  also  are  compassed  about  with  so 

GREAT  A CLOUD  OF  WITNESSES,  LET  US  LAY  ASIDE  EVERY  WEIGHT, 
AND  THE  SIN  WHICH  DOTH  SO  EASILY  BESET  US,  AND  LET  US  RUN 
WITH  PATIENCE  THE  RACE  THAT  IS  SET  BEFORE  US,  LOOKING  UNTO 

Jesus  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith  ; who  for  the  joy 

THAT  WAS  SET  BEFORE  HIM  ENDURED  THE  CROSS,  DESPISING  THE 
SHAME,  AND  IS  SET  DOWN  AT  THE  RIGHT  HAND  OF  THE  THRONE  OF 

God.  For  consider  him  that  endured  such  contradiction  of 

SINNERS  AGAINST  HIMSELF,  LEST  YE  BE  WEARIED  AND  FAINT  IN  YOUR 
MINDS.  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  STRIVING  AGAINST 
sin.  And  ye  have  forgotten  the  exhortation  which  speaketh 

UNTO  YOU  AS  UNTO  CHILDREN,  My  SON,  DESPISE  NOT  THOU  THE 
CHASTENING  OF  THE  LORD,  NOR  FAINT  WHEN  THOU  ART  REBUKED  OF 
1IIM  : FOR  WHOM  THE  LORD  LOVETH  HE  CHASTENETH,  AND  SCOURGETH 
EVERY  SON  WHOM  HE  RECEIVETH. 

The  DISCIPLE  IS  NOT  ABOVE  HIS  MASTER,  NOR  THE  SERVANT  ABOVE 
HIS  LORD.  IT  IS  ENOUGH  FOR  THE  DISCIPLE  THAT  HE  BE  AS  HIS 
MASTER,  AND  THE  SERVANT  AS  HIS  LORD. 


Isa.  liii  2,  3,  Acts  xiiL  27,  ?S;  St.  John  i.  11  ; St.  John  xix.  5,  (i ; St.  Luke  xxiii.  18,  23*

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Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world. 

Such  an  high  priest  became  us,  who  is  holy , harmless , undefiled ' 
separate  from  sinners,  and  made  higher  than  the  heavens;  who  needeth 
not  daily,  as  those  high  priests,  to  offer  up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own 
sins,  and  then  for  the  peoples;  for  this  he  did  once  when  he  offered  up 
himself 


When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  the 
tumult  increased,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the 
multitude,  saying,  I am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  person  : 
see  ye  to  it.  Then  answered  all  the  people  and  said,  His  blood  be 
on  us,  and  on  our  children.  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto  them  : 
and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified. 


Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the  fiery  trial 

WHICH  IS  TO  TRY  YOU,  AS  THOUGH  SOME  STRANGE  THING  HAPPENED 
UNTO  YOU  : BUT  REJOICE,  INASMUCH  AS  YE  ARE  PARTAKERS  OF 

Christ’s  sufferings,  that  when  his  glory  shall  be  revealed, 

YE  MAY  BE  GLAD  ALSO  WITH  EXCEEDING  JOY. 

Ye  know  that  YE  WERE  NOT  REDEEMED  with  corruptible 
THINGS,  AS  SILVER  AND  GOLD,  FROM  YOUR  VAIN  CONVERSATION 
RECEIVED  BY  TRADITION  FROM  YOUR  FATHERS;  BUT  WITH  THE 
PRECIOUS  BLOOD  OF  CHRIST,  AS  OF  A LAMB  WITHOUT  BLEMISH  AND 
WITHOUT  SPOT. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him 

WILL  I CONFESS  ALSO  BEFORE  MY  FATHER  WHICH  IS  IN  HEAVEN.  BUT 
WHOSOEVER  SHALL  DENY  ME  BEFORE  MEN,  HIM  WILL  I ALSO  DENY 
BEFORE  MY  FATHER  WHICH  IS  IN  HEAVEN. 


ST.  Juhni,  29;  Heb.  rii.  26,  27  St.  Matt  xxvii.  2-1—26;  1 Pet.  iy.  12,  13;  i.  18,  19; 
St.  Matt.  x.  32,  33. 
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I am  poured  out  like  water , and  all  my  bones  are  out  of  joint ; my 
heart  is  like  wax;  it  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  my  bowels.  My  strength 
is  dried  up  like  a potsherd ; and  my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  jaws ; and 
thou  hast  brought  me  into  the  dust  of  death. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray  ; we  have  turned  every  one  to  his 
own  way : and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all. 


And  Jesus,  bearing  his  cross,  went  forth  into  a place  called  the 
place  of  a skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Golgotha.  And 
as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon,  a Cyrenian, 
coming  out  of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  he 
might  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And  there  followed  him  a. great  company 
of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lamented 
him.

WORTHY  OF  ME  : AND  HE  THAT  LOVETH  SON  OR  DAUGHTER  MORE 
THAN  ME  IS  NOT  WORTHY  OF  ME.  AND  HE  THAT  TAKETH  NOT  HIS 
CROSS,  AND  FOLLOWETH  AFTER  ME,  IS  NOT  WORTHY  OF  ME. 

If  any  MAN  WILL  COME  after  ME,  let  him  deny  HIMSELF,  and 
TAKE  UP  HIS  CROSS.

And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvary, 
there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them ; 
for  they  know  not  what  they  do. 


I SAY  UNTO  YOU,  LOVE  YOUR  ENEMIES,  BLESS  THEM  THAT  CURSE 
YOU,  DO  GOOD  TO  THEM  THAT  HATE  YOU,  AND  PRAY  FOR  THEM  WHICH 
DESPITEFULLY  USE  YOU  AND  PERSECUTE  YOU. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being 

MADE  A CURSE  FOR  US  ; FOR  IT  IS  WRITTEN,  CURSED  IS  EVERY  ONE 
THAT  HANGETH  ON  A TREE. 

YOU,  BEING  DEAD  IN  YOUR  SINS  AND  THE  UNCIRCUMCISION  OF  YOUR 
FLESH,  HATH  HE  QUICKENED  TOGETHER  WITH  HIM,  HAVING  FORGIVEN 
YOU  ALL  TRESPASSES  ; BLOTTING  OUT  THE  HANDWRITING  OF  ORDI- 
NANCES THAT  WAS  AGAINST  US,  WHICH  WAS  CONTRARY  TO  US,  AND 
TOOK  IT  OUT  OF  THE  WAY,  NAILING  IT  TO  HIS  CROSS. 

We  pray  you  in  Christ’s  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God. 
For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin  ; that 

WE  MIGHT  BE  MADE  THE  RIGHTEOUSNESS  OF  GOD  IN  HIM. 


Psa.  xxii.  16;  St.  John  xix.  36,37;  St.  Luke  xxiii.  33,  34 ; St.  Matt,  v.  44  ; Gal.  iii.13;  Col.  ii.  13,  14; 

2 Cor.  y.  20,  21. 
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I may  tell  all  my  bones : they  look  and  stare  upon  me.  They  part  mv 
garments  among  them , and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture.  But  be  not  tiiou 
far  from  7ne , O Lord:  O my  strength,  haste  thee  to  help  me  ! 

Is  it  nothing  to  you , all  ye  that  pass  by  ? behold , and  see  if  there  bt 
any  sorrow  like  unto  my  sorrow , which  is  done  unto  me , wherewith  the 
Lord  hath  afflicted  me  in  the  day  of  his  fierce  anger  ! 

As  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness , even  so  must  the  Son 
of  man  be  lifted  up  ; that  whosoever  believeih  in  hiiti  should  not  perish , 
but  have  everlasting  life . 

Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his  mother,  and  his 
mother’s  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by 
whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son  ! 
Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Behold  thy  mother  ! And  from  that 
hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home.  And  one  of  the 
malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be 
Christ,  save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  answering,  rebuked  him, 
saying,  Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  con- 
demnation 'l  And  we  indeed  justly ; for  we  receive  the  due  reward 
of  our  deeds  : but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said 
unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy  king- 
dom. And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Verily  I say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  paradise.  About  the  ninth  hour,  Jesus  cried 
with  a loud  voice,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ? 
After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accomplished, 
saith,  I thirst : and  they  filled  a spunge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it 
upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished.  Father,  into  thy  hands 
I commend  my  spirit;  and  he  bowed  his  head  and  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

The  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that  perish  foolish- 
ness ; BUT  UNTO  US  WHICH  ARE  SAVED  IT  IS  THE  POWER  OF  GOD. 


Psa.  xxii.  17 — 19;  Lam.  i.  12;  St.  J >hn  iii.  14.  15;  xix.  25—27;  St.  Luke  xxiii.  39  — 4J; 
Mark  xv.  34;  John  xix.  28 — 30;  1 Cor.  i.  18. 
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Forasmuch  then  as  the  children  are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood,  he  also  himself  likewise 
took  part  of  the  same;  that  through  death  he  might  destroy  him  that  had  the  power  of  death, 
that  is,  the  devil ; and  deliver  them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their  lifetime  subject  to 
bondage. 
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Then  took  they  the  body  of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen  clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the 
manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  th.it  a man  lay  down  his  life  for  his 

FRIENDS. 
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With  the  rich  man  was  his  tomb. 

My  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  ho'be  : for  thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in 
hell , neither  wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

As  Jonas  was  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  whale's  belly;  so 
shall  the  Son  of  man  be  three  days  and  three  nights  in  the  heart  of  the 
earth. 


When  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a clean  linen 
cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in 
the  rock  : and  he  rolled  a great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre. 


We  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  unto  death  ; that  like 
as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 
For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his 

DEATH,  WE  SHALL  BE  ALSO  IN  THE  LIKENESS  OF  HIS  RESURRECTION. 

Knowing  this  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him  ; that 

THE  BODY  OF  SIN  MIGHT  BE  DESTROYED,  THAT  HENCEFORTH  WE 

should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin. 

Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

I would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  concerning 

THEM  WHICH  ARE  ASLEEP,  THAT  YE  SORROW  NOT,  EVEN  AS  OTHERS 
WHICH  HAVE  NO  HOPE.  FOR  IF  WE  BELIEVE  THAT  JESUS  DIED  AND 
ROSE  AGAIN,  EVEN  SO  THEM  ALSO  WHICH  SLEEP  IN  JESUS  WILL  GOD 
BRING  WITH  IIIM. 


Isa.  liii.  9 j Psa.  xvi.  9,  10  ; St.  Matt.  xii.  40;  xxvii.  59,  60;  Rom.  vi.  4—7 ; 1 Cor.  vi.  19 ;

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I know  that  my  redeemer  liveth , and  that  he  shall,  stand  at  the  latter 
day  upon  the  earth : and  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body} 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I see  God:  whom  I shall  see  for  myself  and  mine 
eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another. 

Destroy  this  temple , and  in  three  days  I will  raise  it  up. 


In  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see 
the  sepulchre.

ALSO  QUICKEN  YOUR  MORTAL  BODIES  BY  HIS  SPIRIT  THAT  DWELLETH 
IN  YOU. 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

WHICH  ACCORDING  TO  HIS  ABUNDANT  MERCY  HATH  BEGOTTEN  US 
AGAIN  UNTO  A LIVELY  HOPE  BY  THE  RESURRECTION  OF  JESUS  CHRIST 
FROM  THE  DEAD,  TO  AN  INHERITANCE  INCORRUPTIBLE,  AND  UNDE-

She,  supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith 
unto  him,  Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou 
hast  laid  him,  and  I will  take  him  away.  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Mary  : 
she  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto  him,  Rabboni ; which  is  to  say, 
Master.  . Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Touch  me  not;  for  I am  not  yet 
ascended  to  my  Father:  but  go  to  my  brethren  and  say  unto  them,  I 
ascend  unto  my  Father,  and  your  Father;  and  to  my  God,  and 
your  God. 


Now  WE  SEE  AS  BY  A GLASS  DARKLY;  BUT  THEN  FACE  TO  FACE  : 
NOW  I KNOW  IN  PART  ; BUT  THEN  SHALL  I KNOW  EVEN  AS  ALSO  I 
AM  KNOWN. 

Put  off  thy  shoes  from  off  thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon 

THOU  STANDEST  IS  HOLY  GROUND. 

I LOVE  THEM  THAT  LOVE  ME;  AND  THEY  THAT  SEEK  ME  EARLY 
SHALL  FIND  ME.

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Where  iwo  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  mv  name , there  am  I in 
the  midst  of  them.

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One  shall  say  unto  him , What  are  these  wounds  in  thine  hands  '/

To  the  apostles  whom  he  had  chosen , he  shewed  himself  alive  after  his 
passion  by  manv  infallible  proofs,  being  seen  of  them  forty  days,  and 
speaking  of  the  things  pertaming  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 


Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus,  was  not  with  them 
when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him,  We 
have  seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except  I shall  see 
in  his  hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print 
of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I will  not  believe. 
And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were  within,  and  Thomas 
with  them  : then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas, 
Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  behold  my  hands ; and  reach  hither 
thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my  side  : and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing.  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him,  My  Lord 
and  my  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast 
seen  me,  thou  hast  believed  : blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  believed. 


Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love  ; in  whom,  though  now  yk 

SEE  HIM  NOT,  YET  BELIEVING,  YE  REJOICE  WITH  JOY  UNSPEAKABLE 
AND  FULL  OF  GLORY  : RECEIVING  THE  END  OF  YOUR  FAITH,  EVEN 
THE  SALVATION  OF  YOUR  SOULS.

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Thou  hast  ascended  on  high , thou  hast  led  captivity  captive : thou  hast  " 
received  gifts  for  men ; yea , for  the  rebellious  also , that  the  Lord  God 
might  dwell  among  them. 


And  Jesus  led  the  disciples  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany  : and  he  com- 
manded them  that  they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me. 
For  John  truly  baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence.  When  they  therefore  were  come 
together,  they  asked  of  him,  saying,  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time 
restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel  ? And  he  saith  unto  them,  It 
is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons  which  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you  : and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  . . . All  power  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth  : Go  ye,  therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I have  commanded  you  : and,  lo,  I am  with  you  alway  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world.

EARTH.

that  is  in  bitterness  for  his  first-born. 

I will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Co7nforter, 
that  he  77iay  abide  with  you  for  ever,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom 
the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  7ieither  knoweth  him  : 
but  ye  know  him;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  afid  shall  be  in  you. 


When  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come,  the  disciples  were  all 
with  one  accord  in  one  place.  And  suddenly  there  came  a sound 
from  heaven  as  of  a rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house 
where  they  were  sitting.

The  bridegroom  came ; and  they  that  were  ready  went  in  with 
him  to  the  marriage  : and  the  door  was  shut.

Take  ye  heed,  watch  and  pray;  for  ye  know  not  when 

THE  TIME  IS. 

Take  heed  to  yourselves  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be 
overcharged  with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of 
this  life,  and  so  that  day  come  upon  you  unawares.  For  as  a 
snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  face  of 
the  whole  earth.  Watch  ye,  therefore,  and  pray  always.
